Report from Callao — Inspection of vessels — Plague in Peru — Plague 
and smallpox in Chilean ports. 

Assistant Surgeon Wightman reports, April 22: 

Week ended April 20, 1907. Vessels dispatched as follows: 

British steamship Condor, on the 14th, for New York, with general 
cargo and a total personnel of 36, of whom 6 members of crew and 7 
cabin passengers were from this port. 

British steamship Charcas, on the 17th, for New York, with general 
cargo and a total personnel of 67; none from this port. 

British steamship William Jollife, on the 18th, for San Diego, Cal., 
in ballast, with a personnel of 16, of whom 1 member of crew was from 
this port. 

Chilean steamship Loa, on the 20th, for Ancon, Canal Zone, with 
general cargo and a total personnel of 233, of whom 10 members of 
crew, 78 cabin and 62 steerage passengers were from this port.

Africa — Lourenco Marques. — Month of March, 1907. Estimated 
population, 10,000. Total number of deaths, 53, including smallpox 
5 and 4 from tuberculosis. 

Australia — New South Wales — New Castle. — Month of March, 
1907. Estimated population, 51,250. Total number of deaths, 37, 
including enteric fever 2, whooping cough 2, and 2 from tuberculosis. 
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Austria — Brilnn. — Month of March, 1907. Estimated population, 
95,342. Total number of deaths, 268, including diphtheria 2, enteric 
fever 2, measles 12, whooping cough 1, and 65 from tuberculosis. 

Bahamas — Dunmore Town. — Two weeks ended May 4, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 1,232. Two deaths. No deaths from contagious 
diseases reported. 

Nassau. — Two weeks ended May 4, 1907. Estimated population, 
12,656. Four deaths. No deaths from contagious diseases reported. 

Brazil — Cea,ra. — Month of March, 1907. Estimated population, 
50,000. Total number of deaths, 108, including 15 from whooping 
cough. 

Pernainbuco. — Two weeks ended March 15, 1907. Estimated popu- 
lation, 210,000. Total number of deaths, 376, including enteric fever 
2, smallpox 72, plague 2, malarial fever 11, and 56 from tuberculosis. 

Canada — Ontario — Niagara Falls. — Month of April, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 8,300. Total number of deaths, 13. No deaths 
from contagious diseases. 

Quebec — Sherbrooke. — Month of April, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 14,000. Total number of deaths, 15, including enteric fever 1 
and 4 from tuberculosis. 

Cuba- Jlabana. — Month of April, 1907. Estimated population, 
280,000. Total number of deaths reported, 632, including diphtheria 
7, enteric fever 5, measles 11, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 2, and 
108 from tuberculosis. 

France — Calais. — Month of April, 1907. Estimated population, 
66,627. Total number of deaths, 132, including 29 from tuberculosis. 

Cherbourg. — Month of April, 1907. Estimated population, 43,948. 
Total number of deaths, 92, including enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 1, 
and 12 from tuberculosis. 

St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended April 15, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 181, including diphtheria 1, 
whooping cough 1, and 22 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended April 27, 
1907, correspond to an annual rate of 16 per 1,000 of population, 
which is estimated at 16,024,458. 

Dartmouth. — Four weeks ended April 30, 1907. Estimated popu- 
lation, 7.000. Total number of deaths 14, including 3 from whooping 
cough. 

London. — One thousand four hundred and twenty-three deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 47, scarlet fever 8, 
diphtheria 16, enteric fever 3, whooping cough 67, tuberculosis 184, 
and 14 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 15.6 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,000 deaths were 
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registered. In the " outer ring " the deaths included 1 from diphtheria, 
6 from measles, 9 from whooping cough, and 5 from scarlet fever. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended April 27, 1907, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 27.9 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,117,547. The lowest rate was recorded in Dundalk, 
viz, 4, and the highest in Newtownards, viz, 57.2, per 1,000. In 
Dublin and suburbs 262 deaths were registered, including diphtheria 1, 
enteric fever 1, measles 10, whooping cough 15, and 54 from tubercu- 
losis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended April 27, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 20.6 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,812,171. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 17, and the highest 
in Leith and Perth, viz, 22.5, per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 714, including diphtheria 6, enteric 
fever 2, measles 11, scarlet fever 1, and 52 from whooping cough. 

Italy — Florence. — Month of January, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 225,621. Total number of deaths, 546, including diphtheria 10, 
enteric fever 3, measles 8, whooping cough 11, and 56 from tuberculosis. 

Month of February, 1907. Total number of deaths, 624, including 
diphtheria. 14, enteric fever 8, measles 10, whooping cough 10, and 71 
from tuberculosis. 

Genoa. — Month of January, 1907. Estimated population, 273,011. 
Total number of deaths, 856, including enteric fever 3, measles 2, and 
86 from tuberculosis. Month of February, 1907. Total number of 
deaths, 627, including diphtheria 2, enteric fever 1, measles 3, whooping 
cough 2, and 64 from tuberculosis. 

Naples. — Month of December, 1906. Estimated population, 591,201. 
Total number of deaths, 1,407, including diphtheria 21, enteric fever 6, 
measles 6, scarlet fever 2, and 76 from phthisis pulmonalis. Month 
of January, 1907. Total number of deaths, 1,963, including diphtheria 
30, enteric fever 1, measles 2, scarlet fever 1, and 80 from phthisis 
pulmonalis. 

Norway — Bergen.— Month of April, 1907. Estimated population, 
80,000. Total number of deaths, 98. No deaths from contagious 
diseases reported. 

Oceania — Society Inlands, Tahiti. — Five weeks ended April 27, 
1907. Estimated population, 4,000. Total number of deaths, 1. No 
deaths from contagious diseases. 

Spain — Barcelona. — Ten days ended April 30, 1907. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 417, including diph- 
theria 3, enteric fever 5, measles 2, whooping cough 1, smallpox 4, 
and 30 from tuberculosis. 
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Switzerland.— Week ended April 20, 1907. Eeports from 18 
cities, having an aggregate population of 867,056, show as follows: 
Total number of deaths, 297, including diphtheria 3, enteric fever 1, 
measles 2, scarlet fever 1, and 52 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Turks Islands. — Two weeks ended April 27, 1907. 
Estimated population, 1,700. Total number of deaths reported, 1. 
No deaths from contagious diseases.
